THE ADVENT OF 


A Study for Electors 


(The Toronto News.) = 


The Liberal press expresses entire 
confidence that in the impending gen- 
eral election the Government will be 
sustained. It is, -however,; not the 
Liberal press but the people that will 
decide the issue. Minister and party 
organs never believe, or at least nev- 
er admit, that a Government can be 
defeated. It must be recognized also 


|} vhat Governments are .not easily dis- 


lodged in Canada. But even in this 
country opinion changes and govern- 
ments are ended. In !1878 Alexander 


| MacKenzie was certain that he would 


carry the country.. Eighteen. years 


later Sir-Charles Tupper -was just as 


confident that he could not be de- 


{feated. -In:1905 Sir George Ross, in 


the face of an overwnelmingly defeat, 
counted’ upon a majority of twelve 
or fifteen in Ontario. The confidence 
ofthe Laurier Administration and its 
organs may rest upon no more solid 
foundation. 


|. MANY NARROW MAJORITIES. 


Three years ago the Government 
carried forty-two constituencies by 
less than 250 of a majority. Seven- 
teen of these were in Ontario, ten 
in Quebec, five in Nova Scotia, and 
four in New Brunswick. A change of 
‘2.500 votes. would have brought about 
the decisive defeat of the government. 
What evidence is there that the Gov- 
ernment is stronger now than it was 
three years ago? Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
has not gained in personal popular- 
ity. The Administration has not 
strengthened itself in the respect or 
confidence of the coantry. There is 


wino evidence of any popu'ar uprising 


in the rural constituencies in favor 
of the trade agreement with Wash- 
ington. . 

NO MOVEMENT OF FARMERS 

Conservative members of the Com- 
mons who have gone out amongst 
the farmers of Ontario, of Quebec 
and of the Eastern Provinces are 
confident that there is, no movement 
in the party towards reciprocity. In 
New Brunswick there is every indi- 
cation that the trade agreen-ent has 
weakened the Government. In Nova 
Scotia the Provincial Liberal Admin- 
i.tration discovered that it would 
be dangerous to make reciprocity the 
chief issue in the Provincial contest. 
It is not believed that the govern- 
ment can improve its position, in 
Manitoba. Only four constituencies 
held by the Opposition in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. Even ii 
the Grain Growers are as powerful, 
as united and as favorable to the 
Government as is claimed by the 
Liberal politicians and the Liberal 
organs, it is doubtful if the Oppos- 
ition will lose ground in these Pro- 
vinees, while it is generally admitted 


 -Ithat the Govenment will not secure 


a single seat in British Columbia. 
GRAIN GROWERS DIVIDED 
Even many of the Grain Growers 


are as deeply interested in the Hud- 
son Bay Rai'way and in terminal 
elevators as they, are in reciprocity. 
Save on the trade issue alone Mr: 
Borden is in more complete sympachy 
with the Grain Growers than is Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. The Liberal organs 
exploit, the tariff in order to conceal 
the true charaqter of the Administra- 
tion and to deny every other demand 
of the Western settlers. The West. 
is the seat of radical sentiment in 
Canada an‘ nothing could be more 
humorous than to represent Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier as hostile to ‘‘the inter 
ests’’ and as sacrificing himself for 
“the people.’’ Where ‘‘the white 
plume”’ leads the trusts, the exploit- 
ers’ and the subsidy hunters follow. 

A CHANGE IN QUEBEC. 

In Quebec the Nationalist move- 
ment confuses the whole situation. 
But such movements always damage 
Government whatever may be their 
ultimate consequences. In Drum- 
mond and Arthabaska we had a sig- 
nal illustration of the power of the 
Nationa,sts. It is clear that the 
Prine Minister fears Mr. Bourassa 
and his allies. Even at the Imperial 
Conference his course was dictated 
by the Nationalists. While the Lib- 
eral organs denounce Mr. Monk and 
Mr. Bourassa it is difficult to dis- 
tinguish between the professions of 
the Nationalists and the practices of 
the Prime Minister. If, therefore, 
it is impossible for British Cana: 
dians to countenance the Nationalist 
movement it is not easier to fee 
any greater sympathy for the Gov- 
ernment which substantially express- 
es the Nationalist attiiude towards 
the Imperia! connection. 

IMPERIALISTS ALIENATED. 

Three years ago Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier had the support of a great body 
of Canadian Imperialists. These he 
has alienated by his course at the 
Imperial Conference and by an inter: 
pretation of Canadian autonomy 
which verges upon independence and 
separation. Three years ago the gov- 
ernment had overwhelming strength 
in Montreal. Today Montreal is un- 
mistakably opposed to the compact 
with Washington. It must be re- 
membered also that even in 1908 
forty- -five out of every hundred votes 
in Quebec were cast for Conservative 
candidates. Now the uneasiness in 
Montreal and the adjoining counties 
over reciprocity combined with the 
Nationalist movement may effect a 
revolution in the French Province. 
FORCES AGAINST THE 

GOVERNMENT. 

All over the country the industrial 
communiies are opposed to reciproc- 
ity. Ontario is essentially the man- 
ufacturing Province of the Confeder- 
ation, and even an elementary study 
of the constituencies will discover 
the great strength of the manufactur- 
ing interests and the industrial vot- 
ers. There is hardly an_ electoral 
djvision in Ontario in which the in- 
dustrial element is not influential and 
in which there has not been a move-

years ago the bulk of the manufac- 
turers, whom Mr. Fielding ,now 
threatens and the Liberal organs de:

In facc, Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier had at command British 
Imperialists and French Nationalists, 
free traders and protectionists, the 
great corporations and the financial 
interests.

Abert Schools 


‘(Toronto News) 

At the last Session of the Alberta 
Legislature an extraordinary an.end- 
ment to the Provincial School Act 
Was passed without discussion. At- 
tention is called to it by the Red 
Deer News, which shows that the 
Position of the Separate Sthool is 
exiormously strengthened by this leg- 
islation. According to the School 
Assessment of 1901, sections 8 and 
9, a corporate company may have a 
portion of its school tax paid.to the 
Separate School in proportion tohe 
stock he'd by Separate School sup- 
porters. But it is necessary for the 
company to send a request for the 
allocation. ° 

The amendment declares that if 
any company fails to give notive that 
Separate School Board of Trustees 
may notify the company that in fut- 
ure-its taxes will be divided between 
Public and ‘Separate Schools in pro- 
portion to the assessed value of the 
individual holdings of Publio and 
Separate School supporters in the 
company. 

If the company still . declines to 
give an intimation of its desire with 
respect to the allocation the last of 
its lands and holdings shall be 
assessed on the roll of the Public 
School District, but the Public School 
Board shall pay over to the Separate 
School Board the proportion to 
which it is entitled tnder the amend- 
ment. 

Tn the past when any company did 
not give notice of its desire to have 
the school tax divided the whole 
amount went to the Public School 
fund. The Red Deer News suggests 
that’ under this revised law corpor- 
ate’ campanies may be tempted to aid 
the' Separate Schools in order to get 
the business of Separate School sup- 
porters. In any. case, the position of 
the Public School is appreciably 
weakened.

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Humility — The First Secret of Power. 


(SERMON BY THE BISHOP OF LONDON.) 


The following is a verbatim’ report 
of the sermon preached by the Bishop 
ot London. on Sunday, 
at the Parish Church of St. Mary, 
Twickenham. 

“Blessed are the poor, in spirit, for 
theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven.”’— 
St. Matt, y. -3: 

In an excellent book, which’ you 
would find very useful to take for 
your Lenten reading—studies in the 


Passion of Jesus Christ—Canon C.. 


H. Robinson, the author of it, opens 
with a very telling story. He tells 
us that a tourist was in one of the 
famous galleries of Florence, and, af- 
ter going round with his guide-book, 
went. up to the curator of the gallery 
and said, “I do not think much of 
your masterpieces.”” And he received 
this answer, ‘‘Those pictures, Sir, 
are not on their trial. It is the 
spectators who are on their trial.”’ 

THE MASTERPIECES OF 

THE WORLD. 

Now in Lent we are led into one 
of the famous picture gal'eries of the 
world, and, especially, of course, at 
any Mission in Lent. We are going 
to be shown by the Holy Spirit, Who 
is the Guide, as it were, that takes 
us, round, the famoas masterpieces 
of the world. We are going to have 
a picture such as was portrayed for 
us in the Second Lesson for this 
morning—the picture of the Son of 
God and the Son of Man surrounded 
by the crowd, everyone coming in for 
help and no one going unhelped away 
—full of love and full of power, just 
as the first hymn so beautifully said, 
“Full of pity, love and power.'’ Then 
we are going to have another pic- 
ture. We are going to have a_ pic 
ture of One Who was dressed like a 
servant, Who took a towel and basin 
and went around and washed even. 
Judas’s feet, and said, ‘‘This Com- 
mandement I give you: that ye 
should do as I have done. to you. 
I am among you as he that serveth.’! 
And then we have another picture, 
of One Who was met by the most 
overwhelming difficulzies—every one 
against Him, everything agajnst 
Him :— , 

“One who never turned his back but 
marched breast forward, 

Never doubted clouds would break, 
Never dreaned, though right were 
worsted, wrong would triumph, 
Held we faJl to rise, are baffled to 

“fight better, 

Sleep to wake.” 

And then we come to the most tre- 
mendous picture of all in the picture 
gallerics, and there we see—we may 
have been accustomed to it; we may 
have scen the masterpiece before, but 
never taken it in—we see one on the 
Cross, with arms outstretched. We 
see Who it is. Here is the God Who 
made the world. What has brought 
Him here? The Very God and Very 
Man, real flesh and blood, feeling 
every one of the nails, His sensitive 
sou' feel ng every rebuff, every ‘word 
of abuse, not less but more, because 
of what He was. And we see Him 
lying there ‘antil he dies. And we 
can see St. Paul come into the pic- 
ture-yallery—the hard, intellectual 
Saul, as he was then, and we sce 
him before that picture suddenly 
kneel down, broken-hearted, as He 
said, ‘‘He loved me, and gave Him- 
self for me.’ And his life was 
absolutely changed. 

PICTURES WHICH HAVE TRANS- 
FORMED THE WORLD. 


Now all these pictures we are go- 
ing to sce, and the thing for us to 
remembgr is that these pictures are 
not on their trial. What that man 
rad forgotten was that the Kingdom 
of art, like the Kingdom of Nature 
and the Kingdom of Heaven, must be 
entered like a little child. And he 
brought in all his conceit, and he 
brought in all his superiority, and he 
brought in all his self-complacency, 
and he was not going to be taught 
what art was; he knew all about it. 
The consequence was that he never 
entered the world of art at all. He 
was incapable of appreciating the 
masterpieces. The pictures were not 
on their trial, and he had forgotten 
thats Now, if those pictures which 
he looked at were not on their trial, 


my dear people, these pictures are 
not. And why? They might have 
been on their trial two thousand 


years ago, when, as Canon Robinson 
points out, the Jew would have said, 
“Have you seen the Temple?’. and 
the Roman would have said) ‘Have 
you seen thé mistress of the world?’ 
and the Greek would have said, 
“Have you seen Athens?” rival won- 
ders, rival glories. But now, with 
Athens—o'd Athens—in ruin, and 
Rome—old Rome—in ruin, with the 
Temple in ruin, and two thousand 
years to-look back upon, this is the 
etory that has transformed the world. 
I thin’, if I remember right, a pop- 
ular account of Ober-Ammergau had 
that very title—‘‘The Story that 
Transformed the World.” That story 
is not on its trial at all.“ The 
story which those pictures represent 
has changed the position of woman 
from a slave to a queen; has given 
a charter to the ‘child ; has made man 
realize that he is not meant to be a 
mere animal, but that man is a self- 
controlled person like a man on a 
horse with the reins in his hand, and 
the bit of self-control in the horse’s 
mouth. That is human nature, and 
the other is animal nature. It has 
given us a new idea of what goodness 
is, and has shown us the possibility 
cf avtaining to it ; it has turned the 
most prosiac life into a rom-ance 
of walking with God, and_ therefore 
nothing is ever dull for a moment; 
it has poured a flood of everlasting 
light over the life of the world to 
come. Death, in the light of the 
Epiphany, has no terror. : 
THE GOSPEL IN ACTION, 


And what it. has done in those

two thousand years of.the past it is 
doing in London today. During: the 
last forty years we have planted 240 
new churches in :Londan.’ TI) was at 
one of the das: of them yesterday in 
Willesden, and if you had seen--you 
can picture the scene well enough, 
for you have seen it in your own 
church-life—if you had seen in that 
dull ‘suburb of Willesden a band of

home sanctified, and all by a branch 
of th: living church put down there. 
you would have seen that these pit- 
tures are not on their trial—nothing 
e'se could have done it—that the 
Gospel in action is its own evidence, 
and that you might bring into all 
those 240 places every conceivable 
social experiment and absolutely fail; 
but bring the Gospel, and you suc 
ceed. 

THE NECESSITY OF HUMILITY. 


And therefore I want you to real- 
ize with me this evehing that the 
man who is bringing his self-complac- 
ent criticism and saying, ‘‘I do not 
think much of your masterpieces’ 
will not be converted or changed by 
this Mission until he has laid aside 
his superiority. The kingdom of art 
must be entered like a little child ; 
the Kingdom of Heaven must be en- 
tered like a little child, Who are you 
to criticise the masterpieces of the 
world? You come.in. You aro one 
of a long queue. You remember what 
a crowd there was waiting to pass 
into Westminster Hall—I suppose it 
extended two or three miles; and 
then at last it was each  person’s 
turn te come into the hall. and pass 
out. We happen, in these long gener- 
ations, to be for a few passing hours. 
in the hall. We are in the gallery. 
We have come into the picture-gallery 
We have been waiting for years to 
come in. We have,come in. Do not 


-Waste your time, this short time, 


when you have ‘a chance of letting 
these masterpieces come home to 
you. Do not waste it by saying, 
“T do not think much of your 
masterpieccs.:’ That story will really 
change your life, for, believe me, my 
dear brother or sister, that conceit 
of yours, that superiority of yours, 
will lose you your soul. A _ proud 
man cannot enter the Kingdom of 
heaven ; we must enter it like little 
children. ‘‘Happy are the poor in 
spirit, for theirs is the Kingdom of 
Heaven.”’ ; 

THE SPECTATORS, NOT THE 
PICTURES, ON THEIR TRIAL. 


And the second thing to realize is 
this—that, while the pictures are not 
on their trial, the spectators are, 
Do. you remember how the Cross 
kept judging, judging—having differ- 
en effects upon everybody who was 
present? There were the women who 
wept ; the priests who scoffed ; there 
was one of the thieves around the 
Cross who was hardened, by itj; the 
other was softened—‘To-day thou 
shalt be wich Me in Paradise.’’ One 
said, ‘‘Let us see whether Elias will 
come and take Him down.” The 
other took a sponge of vinegar and 
put it to his lips. One went away, 
glad to see the last of the trouble- 
some preacher ; the Centurion said, 
“Truly this was the Son of God.” 
Now the question I have come down 
to ask Twickenham tonight is this— 
What'is the Cross judging you to be? 
You are on your trial; tbe pictures 
are not on their trial—the spectators 
are on their trial? What . effect are 
vhese pictures having upon you? Take 
the first. Are you like that? Are 
you the man, are you the woman, 
Christ-like, loving, considerate, who 
is shedding kindness, help and . love 
all around you here? Or are you the 
surly-tempered gossip, the centre of 
all the dis'union, speaking against 
your neighbor, saying things you 
do not know are really true about 
other people? On which side are you? 
“‘As He is, so are we in this world.’’ 
Not one of us is even beginning our 
vocation unless we are in some ways 
like Christ to the world. What we 
were meant to be was to represent 
Christ—to be blessing like Christ, to 
be healing: like Christ, to send mo one 
away unhelped, to be never too tired 
to help people. That is what we 
were meani to be—every one. Are 
you like that? Is that first picture 
judging you? Is it blessing or curs- 
ing you? Or take the next piciure. 
There the Son of God is dressed like 
a servant going round washing the 
feet of Judas. Have you ever served 
at all? Are you humble enough to 
serve? Or are yo looking for the 
best place, and when you do any- 
thing are very sore if you are not 
noticed? Are you trying to do the 
notice work and leave somebody else 
to do the unnoticed? ‘‘I am among 
you as he that serveth.’’ At: that 
Moment personal service became the 
distinguishing mark of a Christian. 
Why? Listen to this old hymn :— 

“He sent no angel to our race 

Of higher or of lower place, 

But wore the robe of human frame 

Himself, and to this lost world 

came.”’ 

No angel, but He came Himself ; 


jJand for that reason no one has a 


right to call himself a Christian who 
is not giving personal service him- 
self in the Cause of Jesus Christ. 
Or the picture of the man ‘‘who nev- 
er turned his back, but marched 
breast forward’’—the brave, fearless 
Hero that our Master was. Are we 
like that? © Or are we going down 
every moment before some jeer in 
‘the drawing-room, or some one who 


laughs at us for coming to church,|mit these things—well the power is, 
or some one who hears that we read‘ beginning.

Angles think of that. They watch 
wich astonishment—the eternal So: 
of God, the Supreme Captain of thc 
Heavenly Host, crucified an a little 
planet. going around one of four 
‘thousand millions-of suns. Some. re 
gard the sight I. might almost ‘say 
with indifference, but the whole o. 
heaven is absolutely stirred to its 
depths at the sigh: of'it. How could 
he have done it? Why, for that mis 
erable race-of men who crucified Him, 
did He do it?~And we, one of tht 
race who did it, listen with a kind 
of mild interest to..the account of 
the Crucifixion.- As Dr. Pusey said, 
“Such men would talk about the 
Judgment-day as a, ‘pretty sight.’ ”’ 
No; the Mission. comes in time to 
make us ask: ourselves, What shall 
we say when He says, “This have I 
done_for thee; what hast thou done 
for Me?’ It will be no good for us 
to say we did not chink. of it, be- 
cause here is the Church, down in our 
midst, at our very doors, the bell 
ringing in our ears. There was a Man 
knocking at our doors day ; after 
day, and begging us to attend in 
time: It is becauge of our sheer in- 
difference and apathy. and love of 
wordly ease or anxiety about our 
miserable wordly business that so 
absorbs our whole attention, that we 
never attended to it at all. We can- 
not explain all that:when wo are fhce 
to face with; Jesus Christ, because it 
is no excuse. It was the whole ob- 
ject. of the Church ‘to come and plac- 
ard the Cross in every marketplace 
of Europe. Here, for years, a church 
has been standing in the middle of 
Twickenham. Here it is to-day. Oh, 
I but speak earnestly, not in anger ; 
God forbid! I know my own weak- 
ness too well—but in love for you., 
How long are you going to let the 
Cross stand there, and pay no atten- 
tion to it at all? We shall sing 
presently on our knees :— . 
“In the-Cross, invtne , Cross, 
Be my glory. ever?”

THE POOR IN SPIRIT NOT THE 

POOR-SPIRITED. 

And that ‘brings mé-to why we 
have to be poor in spirit. I believe 
that is much misunderstood. People 
think it means poor-spirited, or being 
filled with g kind of mock humility. 
No Do you~ remember when the 
Queen of Sheba came to King Sol- 
omon and saw at last all his glory 
and wonderful pomp, far  gneater 
than she -expected? We are to'd 
“There was no more ‘spirit left in 
her.”” All her pride, all her conceiz 
about herself, all her own glory was 
gone. She saw glory so far trans- 
cending all her own that everything 
else went from her, and there was no 
more spirit or pride left: in her. That 
is exactly the effect the Cross is 
meant to have upon us. We are 
really humbled at las. How difficult 
it is to be really humble; but we 
ought to be. Why not? Suppose you 
are the busiest, cleverest man in 
Twickenham. ‘‘What. hast thou that 
thou hast not received? If thou 
hast received it, why boast as_ if 
thou hadst not received it?’’ I was 
asking this very question of about 
twenty-five peers and all their people 
this morning in the Chapel Royal— 
people of position. What position? 
What position has any one that he 
has not been given? I asked them— 
Were they of more importance in the 
sight of-God than the old nurse who 
brought them up? Certainly not. 
And that is why a rich man finds 
it harder to enter the Kingdom of 
Heaven, because when everybody is 
flattering him and calling him ‘‘my 
lord,’’ and treaving him as a great 
man, it is hard for him to _ believe 
that he is miserable, poor and blind, 
and naked, which he is. And there- 
fore, all of us, Bishops Peers, men 
and won.en of every class, we have 
to empty ourselves before we kan be 
filled. 

THE MESSAGE OF 
THE: MISSION. 

We are going tio make ‘‘The Secret 
of Power’’ the message of this Mis- 
sion, and the first secret is to go 
down at the foot of the Cross, humb!- 
ed,- penitent and empty; and_ then 
we Can begin. ‘‘I am crucified with 
Christ,’’ says St. Paul.

This 
gave ber q mingling of physical fea- 
tures that was peculiar, not to say 
beautiful, She had Titian hair, dark 
eyes, fair skin, with rases in the 
cheeks. She was a very hot rebel, 
but this did not keep us from falling 
in love with each other, Her father, 
though my senior’ by fifteen years, 
became my intimate friend, and he 
made no objection to the match. We 
were married, a few of the neighbor- 
ing planters coming to the wedding.

The man who persecuted me most 

effectually was an Irishman named 
Murphy. -He had been an overseer be- 
fore the war and during. the struggle 
bad made money by getting cotton 
through the Federal lines and selling 
it at an enormous price. As soon as 
the Confederacy collapsed be bought 
a plantation near mine and began to 
court the soclety of those who had al- 
ways regarded him as an inferior.

(Murphy) proposed to drive me back 
north, where I came from. Here were 
two men insulted. I as the younger 
man and the first cause of the trouble 
argued tbat I should resent it. Dr.

The next evening I went to the bar- 
room of the tavern where Murphy. had
